New Haven, Conn., August 27.— 
Attack on republican campaign con- 
tributions was renewed here today 
by Governor James M. Cox, demo- 
cratic presidential candidate, in a 
number of addresses opening his 
New England campaign. 

He asserted that he had proved 
his charges, in his Pittsburg address 
last night of the assembling of a 
$15,090,000 “corruption fund” by the 
republicans, and he also declared he 
would continue “rubbing that sore. 
spot” until election day. He with- 
held, however, any further evidence 
in support of his charges. 


The first “break in the repub- 
lican lines,” Governor Cox declared 
in one of four speeches here, was 
the republican proposal for a sep- 
arate peace with Germany. 

“The second break in the lines 
came last night at Pittsburg,” he 
continued. “They have been going 
along gathering the largest cam- 
paign fund ever known In the hist9- 
ry of government in all the world. 
No one ever dreamed of getting such 
aeum. This year the chairman of 
the republican campaign.committee 
has set t® work a great force of 
men, state chairmen, local chairmen 
and workers that he designates as 
the -‘money diggers’ -of the repub- 
lican party.” 

Multiplied by Two and Half. 

Governor Cox said that Will H. 


~ Hays, republican national chairman, 


had denied the charges of a $15,- 
000,000 fund and declared that the 
fund would be only $3,000, while a 
few days later, the governor said,

Fred Upham, republican treasurer, ; 


“multiplied Mr. Hays by two and 
one-half times,” by stating that the 
fund would be $7,000,000. 

“In my Pittsburg speech  Ilasr 
night,” the candidate added, “I have 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
every unprejudiced voter in the 
country that we were justified in 
multiplying Mr. Upham’s figures by 
two. 

“T repeat that the republican fund 
—the corruption fund will be not 
less than $15,000,000. We will not 
attempt to match their dollars.” 

Governor Cox also made a state- 
ment commentin gon Mr. Upham’s 
denial of bis charges. After reading 
a statement from Mr. Upham that 
the $8,145,000 contribution quota list 
presented by the candidate at Pitts- 
burg was “phony” Governor Cor 
said:

WARSAW DOUBTFUL 
IN REGARD TO PEACE 


Negotiations at Minsk

Paris, August 27.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)——-The foreign minis- 
try announced today that France 
had counseled Poland to attain the 
best strategic military position pos- 
sible until peace is signed, regard- 
less of her ethnographical frontier, 
because the military situation will 
influence the peace teams. 

France has advised Poland, how- 
ever, to withdraw her armies with- 
in the Polish frontier upon the 
signing of peace, the foreign office 
added. 

POLISH REPLY 
TO U. S. NOTE. 

Washington, August 27.—Publi- 
cation of the Polish answer to the 
American note of August 21 sug- 
gesting that Poland should not 
transgress Russian boundaries has 
been. deferred pending further cor- 
respondence with the government at 
4 Warsaw.

Warsaw, August 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Warsaw press 
is becoming pessimistic regarding 
the Minsk peace negotiations. The 
newspapers, with the exception of 
the socialist journals, express the 
belief that the moment is propi- 
tious to “liquidate bolshevism.” In 
some political circles there are in- 
dications of an increasing feeling 
that the negotiations may come to 
nothing, although there have been 
official announcements to the con- 
trary. . 

The militarists are advocating a 
continuance of the war to compel 
the soviets to seek terms and the 
change in the Danzig situation has 
had a tendency to encourage the 
militarist elements. ? . 

The president of the Polish dele- 
gation at Minsk_on August 19 laid 
down the following as Poland's 
principal conditions for peace: 

“The political afd economic in- 
tegrity and complete sovereignty 
and independence of Poland within 
her frontiers are indispensable for 
her economic and political develop- 
ment. 

“Guarantees that Russia will not 
interfere with the internal ques- 
tions of Poland.”

STILL ADVANCE 
ALONG FRONTIER 


Faris, August 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Poles continue 
to advance along the East Prussian 
frontier. Notwithstanding all their 
efforts the red commanders have 
failed to instill in the bolshevik 
treops enough courage or energy to 
resist the Poles, who after a few 
hours of almost desultory fighting 
took possesion of the Ossovetz forts, 
opened a passage across the Bobr 
marshes and reached the Augusto- 
wo lakes east of cne Fast Prussian 
frontier, thus gaining command of 
the whole of the southern side of 
that frontier_as far as Augustowo. 

The reds, driven back on the line 
of Augustowo-Grodno, are in a good 
defensive position, on account of the 
forests and marshes which cover it.

RETAIL COAL MEN 


ASK EQUAL RIGHTS 


Petition to the Interstate 


Commission to Grant 
Priority to Domestic 


Consumption Shipments 
Considered. 


The request of the Atlanta retail 
coal merchants that they be placed 
on an equal basis with public util- 
ities and municipalities in securing 
priority movements of domestic 
coal to be distributed through their 
yards was presented to the coal 
committee of the chamber of com- 
merce Friday afternoon, and a pe- 
tition to the interstate commerce 
commission to that effect was con- 
sidered, but action was postponed 
for a few days pending an investi- 
gation of the results of such a step. 

Such action on the part of the 
commission would simply place 
lump coal for household use in the 
Same class as to priority with coal 
for the use of public utilities, in- 
cluding street and interurban rail- 
way, electric power and lighting 
plants, gas plants, ice plants, wa- 
ter and ‘sewer: ‘works, hospitals, 
schools and other public institu- 
tions. Such priority orders, how- 
ever, would only be available cover- 
ing coal for current use and not for 
coal intended for storage. 

Written Application Needed. 

Service Order No. 9 of the inter- 
state commerce commission now 
permits the assigning of cars to 
coal mines for the transportation 
of coal to such public institutions 
as are named above “in addition 
to and without regard to the exist- 
ing ratings and distributive shares 
for mines.” A written application 
is required from the public utility 
ordering the coal,’ concurred in by 
the delivering railroad, showing 
that the coal is for current use and 
not for storage, in order that the 
applicant may continue in daily op- 
eration. 

Final action was postponed by 
the chamber committee pending an 
investigation to be made as to the 
effect of such,an order on the es- 
sential industries, especially as it 
may affect the supply of those in- 
dustries. 

W. B. Baker, president, and F. G. 
Stover, manager of sales cf the At- 
lantic Ice and Coal Corporation, 
also attended the meeting. Mr. Ba- 
ker, who is president of the Geor- 
gia Manufacturers’ association and 
a director of the Ice Manufacturers’ 
association of the state, agreed to 
place the matter befere the manu- 
facturers’ directors within the next 
few days, after which another 
meeting of the chamber committee 
will be held. 

Coal Merchants’ Appeal. 

The matter came before the coal 
committee through a letter from M. 
E. Patterson, of Randall Bros., lo- 
eal coal merchants, who !s also a 
member of the chamber committee. 
His letter follows:

CONSECRATES EFFORTS 
TO BEATING HARDWICK

Not fn recent years has an At- 
lanta audience heard with more 
rapt and eaSer attention the de- 
liverance of a public man og the 
issues of the day than did thé large 
crowd at the Atlanta theater last 
night when Clifford Walker, the 
brilliant young former attorney 
general, scathingly arraigned for- 
mér United States Senator Thomas 
W. Hardwick, his opponent in the 
race for governor.

HARDWICK AND WATSON 
ATTACKED BY LEGION 


War Records of Two Toms 
Bitterly Assailed by R. 
G. Stephens. 


Thomasville, Ga. August 27.— 
(Special.)\—In a speech that made 
a lasting impression on all who 
heard it, R. G. Stephens, speaking 
under the auspices of the American 
Legion, addressed a large audience 


Mr. Stephens was introduced by 


local Post Commander W. W. Jar- 
rell, who gave a short sketch of 
Mr. Stephens’ splendid record in the 
war. Mr. Stephens began by ex- 
Plaining -the history of the legion 
and its organization, which was the 
result of the brotherhood of men 
fighting side by side for a great 
cause, ready to sacrifice all to car- 
ry the flag to victory that freedom 
and democracy might live. 

“When the armistice was sizn- 
ed.” Mr. Stephens said, “a few 
of the far-sighted and courageous 
members of the American expedi- 
tionary fdrce realized that if the 
great cause that had banded them 
together in the mightiest army the 
world had ever Known was not to 
be lost, it was vitally necessary that 
the men who fought in Khaki band 
themselves together in civil life in 
a non-partisan organization, to fight 
for the principles and ideals which 
had carried them through the war 
and to combat the enemies of the 
government and mankind. To this 
end an equal number of enlisted 
men and officers met in Paris and 
organized the Americar Legion.” 
Mr. Stephens then read the names 
of these men, among them being 
that of Sergeant Alvin York. Mr. 
Stephens characterized as a lie 
the charge of satellites of Watson 
and Watson himself that the legion 
was a society of officers to fool 
the privates and get their votes. 
“The legion is advocating the 
candidacy of no man,” air. Stephens 
said, “but it is a duty they owe to 
their fallen comrades on the fie!ds 
of France that the records of the 
two Toms be exposed.

tt was all in the nature of a 
surprise attack, but persuasion was 
not necessary to lure the men away 
from work as the growing parade 
flowed into piers where the long- 
shoremen knew nothing of what had 
been going on further down the 
river.

MILLION IN A DAY 


Sebastopol; Crimea, August 27.— 
(By the AsSociated Press.)—One 


|} million Don rubles were purchased 


for $25 here today by the corre- 
spondent, but afterwards he paid 
60.000 rubles for a meal, 10,000 more 
for a short cab ride and at the 
close of the day was a bankrupt 
millionaire. Crimea is in an un- 
happy situation. It has 24,000,000,- 
000 of rubles, but no real money. 
and there is little to buy here. 

_The harbor is filled with idle and 
disabled warships and mérchant- 
men. Street cars have been stop- 
ped because of the lack of coal, and 
streets are deserted except for an 
Occasional carriage. Some wounded 
soldiers or armed patrolmen. 

Most women here have no hats, 
but wéar veils or kKerchiefs about 
their heads Many are without 
stockings, but are charming, néver- 
theless, in bright, inexpenSive gowns 
which thev dignify with erect and 
independent carriage suggestive of 
American women.

Will Georgia Women’s Clubs _ {FOLLOWER OF WATSON 
o Change Date of Convention? 


Mrs. Samue] M. Inman, director in 
Georgia of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, has written to 
Mrs. J. E. Hays, president of the 
Georgia Fegeration of Women's 
Clubs, asking her if the Georgia fed- 
eration will postpone the dates of 
the November meeting. in order to 
let the women stay at home and 
yote, in case the women of Georgia 
can vote in the November election. 


Arrangements have been made for 
the holding here of the state con- 
vention of women’s clubs, Novem- 
ber 2. 3 and 4, the program being 
one of great importance to which 
women of many sections of the 
state will contribute. 

Asked about her message to Mrs. 
Hays, Mrs. Inman _ stated yester- 
day: “There are differences’ of 
opinion about the women. voting in 
November in Georgia now that Sec- 
retary Colby has proclaimed the law 
following Tennessee’s ratification. 

“There are certain laws which all 
voters in certain states must ob- 
serve in the matter of registering 
to vote, and I believe the Georgia 
law requires that citizens register 
six months before they can vote. 

“The governor of Maine has call- 
ed an extra session of the genera! 
assembly of that state to sa,amen‘’ 
the laws that the women can vote.” 

Mr. Taft’s Viewpoint. 

Mrs. Inman further quoted Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, who. in a recent 
article on woman suffrage. seems 
sure that Tennessee’s ratification, 
and Secretary Colby’s proclamation 
leaves no doubt as to the rights of 
the women to vote in the November 
election. He says in part: 

“Tt follows from this authoritative 
construction of the 15th amendment 
that the 19th amendment, as passed 
does not need any affirmative action 
by the states to give women the 
right to vote at once. It is self- 
executing. It, by its own force. 
amends every election law of every 


rand I wish that 


electorate women as 
Siate sO aS to include in the state 
where only men were given tne 
right to vote voefore. Of course, & 
women cannot vote, who, if sne had 
been @ man, could, not have voted 
under the laws of the State where 
she lives. She must in ali respects, 
bave the qualifications ‘which men 
voters must have under the election 
laws; but tf she fulfills these re- 
quirements, she can vote and the 
state cannot prevent her so doing, 
and no delay of the state in recog- 
nizing or acting on the new amend- 
ment can prejudice her right to vote. 

“Election officers of the state whe 
impede or deny her right to vote 
expose themselves to prosecution 
under statutes, wherever federal or 
state-enacted to protect citizens in 
their lawful right to vote. [It may 
well be that the doubling of the 
number of voters in every state by 
this amendment will require for the 
convenience of voters amendments 
to election laws of the states; but 
such inconVenience cannot be made 
any excuse for preventing women 
from exercising the franchise.” 

Timely Action. 

“It was my desire to see timely 
action in changing the federation 
meeting to a day ahead or a day 
later than scheduled in case women 
could vote,” said Mrs. Inman. “Not 
only because of the importance of 
the federated club business women 
will transact here in November, but 
because of the vital importance of 
the woman’s vote to the democratic 
party. The sooner our women vote 
the better for the democratic party 
and I only wish now that women 
have the responsibility of citizen- 
ship, they could cast their vote in 
the forthcoming state election on 
September 8

Urged to Prevent 
Spread of the Rabies 


State Health Board Re- 
ports 190 People, Repre- 
‘senting 51 Counties, 
Were Treated During 


July. 


Because of the increased number 
of cases of rabies brought for 
treatment to the state board of 
health, the question of enforcing the 
law regarding the muzzling of dogs. 
has been brought up for discussion 
by the health officers, and every ef- 
fort will be made to obtain the co- 
operation of all authorities. 

During July the brains of 50 dogs 
were sent to the state board of 
health for examination and during 
that month 190 people were treated, 
representing 51 counties of the 
state. The figures for August are 
not yet available, but it is {ndicated 
that a great increase will be shown. 

Dr. T. F. Sellers, director of the 
division of bacteriology, believes 
that the large number of people in- 
jured by dogs, especially in Atlanta, 
is traceable to the many homeless 
curs that have the run of the streets 
here unmuzzled. His records show 
a Steady increase in the number of 
cases brought to the board of health 
for treatment during the summer 
months. 

For the first six months of 1920 
the brains of 284 dogs were exam- 
ined by the state laboratory and /! 
during this period 1,015 treatments | 
were given by the Pasteur depart- 
ment. 

Despite the 32,000 cmses recorded 
Since August, 1918, there has been 
only one death as a result of rabies 
ee of a little girl of Fayette- 
ville. 

Mr. Sellers declares that rabies run 
into epidemics, and that Atlanta now 
seems to be in the midst of one. He 
recommends immediate reports to 
the authorities in case of Stray or 
wandering dogs, and declares that 
people bitten or injured should at 
onte take preventive treatment. 

In a recently prepared report, Mr. 
Sellers declares that Georgia seems 
to be more heavily infested with 
rabies than all the southern states. 
= recommends the muzzling of

More Compensation. 

It is a matter of academic or 
technical interest, merely, whether 
an individual has valvular leakage, 
dilated heart, heart muscle weak- 
nezs or heart muscle inflammation 
(myocarditis), fatty degeneration or 
whatnot wrong with his circulating 
system. It is likewise a mere tech- 
nical detail whether the arteries are 
hard or soft, or whether the blood 
pressure is high or low. These tech- 
nical questions may be safely left 
to the consideration of the indi- 
vidual’s physician; in _ fact, 
cannot be safely submitted to the 
‘considertion of ‘anyone else. What 
ithe individual should concern him- 
self ‘about is, not how sick I am 
but how well Iam. If my heart is 
damaged in any way or if my ar- 
teries are affected, the point of 
vital concern for me to know is 
this: What is the functional ca- 
pacity of my damaged heart or my 
ill-used arteries? 

It is a common fallacy to as- 


(heart muscle degeneration or in- 
flammation) must avoid all exercise 
or exertion for the rest of life. The 
truth is that in many cases of heart 
disease, intelligently grduated exer- 
cise is one of the most essential 
and most helpful methods of treat- 
ment for the restoration of ef- 
ficiency to the impaired heart. But 
exercise is a remedy which is more 
abused and more misused under the 
direction of self-constituted author- 
ities than any pill or potion that 
ever came over the druggist’s coun- 
ter. When brazen physical cultur- 


the treatment of disease of which 
they know no more than the poor 
soul who takes stock in such twad- 
dle, that constitutes abuse, and the 
result is too Ikely to prove a dis- 
appointment. 

Absolute rest, in bed at first and 
later in a chair, is the remedy, most 
needed by the average individual 
with heart disease. Not until the 
heart becomes capable of maintain- 
ing an efficient circulation while 
the patient sits in a chair—and that 
means a circulation which enswers 
the patient’s requirements, so that 
he suffers no symptoms ascribable 
to a faulty circulation—is the use of 
exercise as.a remedy advisable. And 
then it must be very gradually ap- 
plied, perhaps beginning with a few 
simple movements in chair or in 
bed, all under the observation of 
the physician. 


The heart {s a muscle, and as a 
muscle it responds to the natural 
stimulus of exercise. It undergoes a 


process of development, increase in 
thickness or size, as a result of 
gradually increasing exercise. If 
there is a valvular leakage, this 
muscular development is indispen- 
sable for the maintenance of an ef- 
ficient circulation. Thus an “en- 
larged” heart is not to be considered 
an unfavorable omen; it ts rather 
evidence of good compensation for 
the handicap placed upon the ¢ir- 
culation by the leaking heart valve. 
The heart muscle must do greater 
work, when a valve leaks, than a 
healthy heart has to do in order to 
keep up a good circulation. If the 
heart can thus be made to com- 
pensate, by careful development of 
the muscle, the individual becomes 
free of distress and capable of mod- 
erate work or play without suffer- 
ing any distress.

HAYS WANTS TO KNOW

New York, August 27.—Will H.

After studying Mr. Cox's speech, 
Mr. Hays issued the following state- 
ment at republican headquarters: + 

“Of course, Candidate Cox fails 
to prove, as he has failed to prove, 
and will continue to fail to prove, 
his charges. This {s simply because 
the charges are false.

ing at Chicago when the contribu- 
tion quota lists made public at Pitts- 
burg, were circulated. 

Harding in Ignorance. 

“Senator Harding endorses the 
plan (of quotas) and _ states his 
knowledge of the facts” said Gov- 
ernor Cox, reading from the repub- 
lican literature, “that the organiza- 
tion is to cover every state and 
county. Then he states thet he 
knows nothing about it and that 
Hays and Upham are running the 
campaign. I am disposed to agree 
with him. There are many things 
being ,done now by the crowd. sur- 
rounding Senator Harding of which 
he is ignorant apparently, and if he 
should become president many other 
things would be done by the crowd 
and he would not know anything 
more about them than he says he 
does about the contributions. 

“TJ said that the campaign 
would not be less than $15,000,000. 
I renew the charge. Mr. Upham 
says that the quota list was ‘phony’. 
The senatorial investigating com- 
mittee can call some of the men 
who were present that evening in 
Chicago and some of them will tell 
the truth. And if they do they will 
convict Treasurer Upham of doing 
the reverse.” 

“Chairman Hays in his statement”

There afe 
more than 2,500 Macon women ef- 
rolled in the assoication as against 
less than 200 who are members Of 
the equal suffrage party. Conse- 
quently, when Mayor Toole issued 
his proclamation asking that whis- 
tles be blown and bells rung, in 
celebration of the passage of the 
ratification resolution by the Ten- 
hessee legislature, the action did 
not “set. well” with those womén 
who have been waging. an--unre- 
lenting fight against the amend- 
ment. The fact that the bells did 
not ring and the whistles did not 
blow, did not excuse the mayor in 
the eyes of the “antis,” who, 
through their spokeswoman, 8 
Patterson, have taken the mayor 
to task, declaring’ it~ a  timé “fdr 
mourning rather than _ celebrating. 

Miss Patterson, in a letter to the 
mayor, points out that “Macon

Charles Evans, who figured so 
prominently in the British amateur 
golf championship of 1914, was early 
conspicuous in the open champion- 
ship of the United States, which was 
begun here today over the course 
of the Inverness club. Four rounds 
in all.will be played. Mr. Evans 
returned the good score of 76.

The 
English professional player was not 
seen at his best on the outward 
journey, and his score for the first 
nine holes was 39, while Mr. Jones 
Started magnificently with the re- 
markable score of 34 for the first 
nine holes.

Washington, August 27.—Testi- 
mony in support of its application 
for an additional increase of 15 
per cent in express rates to cover 
increased wages was presented by 
representatives of the American 
Railway Exrpess company today to 
examiners of the interstate com- 
merce commission. The hearing de- 
veloped virtually no opposition on 
the part of the shippers. 

The examiners stated at the con- 
clusion of the hearing that the 
case would be submitted without 
delay to the commission which will 
expedite its consideration. although 
no decision is expected oefore Sep- 
tember 1, when the increase of 12% 
per cent already allowed the ex- 
preen company will become effec- 
tive. 

L. 8S. Gwyn, chairman of the wages 
and working conditions co~~ittee, 
and Charles A. Lutz, comptroller of 
the express company, appeared in 
support of the application, while 
Harry T. Moore. traffic manager for 
the Atlanta, Ga., freight bureau, 
urged limitation of the advance to 
10 per cent. 

Mr. Gwyn told the examiners that 
instead of the increased wages 
awarded by the railroad labor board 
totalling $20,000,000, as estimated by 
the board, it would reach $42,296,- 
340, because of the necessity for a 
readjustment of pay for supervisory 
officials who were not benefited by 
the award. 

Immediate relief is necessary, Mr. 
Lutz asserted. The express com- 
pany for the first six monhts of 
1920, he said, had a deficit of $21.- 
097,132, which did not include in- 
creased pay retroactive to May 1 
provided in the wage board’s award. 
He estimated the back pay at $3,- 
000,000 monthly for both May and 
June. 

Mr. Moore said that because of in- 
creased business and to improve 
morale among employees due to the 
wage award, a 10 per cent increase 
would be adequate. He also urged 
that the commission compel the 
company to make use of certain 
economies which he claimed would 
increase its revenues.

Colonel Harvey described himself 
“8 the “one, lonely democrat left 
east of the Alleghany mountains,” 
and called on his “sister democrats” 
in the delegation to vote for Har- 
aing. 

The nominee told the women that 
he believed they would vote ac- 
.ording to principle and conviction 
rather than prejudice and would not 
be unduly influenced by the argu- 
ment that it was a democratic state 
which completed ratification. 

“I rejoice with you,” said Sena- 
tor Harding, “in the conferring of 
suffrage to the women citizenship 
of this republic. I do not mean 
‘0 accredit myself with a very ex-

They say that 
the bolsheviki at present have avail- 
able 30.600 to 40,000 men who es- 
caped from the battle of Warsaw, 
but that little can be expected from 
the interior of Russia, where mu- 
tinies are already reported among 
the troops ordered to the front. 

In addition they say that the Au- 
gustowo-Grodno position depends for 
its communication on Vilna as 4 
center, and that should the Poles 
come to an agreement with the 
Tithuanians the Russians would be 
deprived of this line of communi- 
cation. 
Eighty thousand Russian soviet 
soldiers have been captured in.Po- 
land, -40.000 killed and 30,000 in- 
terned in Fast Prussia, according 
to the latest report received from 
the French mission in Poland. 


ON GERMAN FRONTIER. 
Warsaw, August 27.—(By the As- 
siciated Press.) --Russian soviet 
troops who tock refuge in Prussia 
are fichting the Poles along tt: 
frontier. An official statement is- 
sued just before last midnight says 
that two soviet batteries hauled into 
Prussia by the retreating Russians 
fired *--n the Poles and that the 
soviet forces are also using machire 
guns against the Poles on this sec- 
tor. Polish troops who have reached 
the fronticr have been cautioned bv 
their conmanders not to fire upon 
German territory. 

While there has been a !ull in the 
fighting on various sectors’ the 
Poles advanced at several places 
Thursday and have reached the re- 
gion of Kobrin, approximately 28 
miles northeast of Brest-Litovsk, 
where the Poles in a surprise at- 
tack took 1,190 prisoners, four guns 
and the entire staff of the 57th 
soviet division. 

In continuation of 
drawn-out campaign to capture 
Lemberg the soviet forces have 
reached Zadworze, just east of Lem- 
berg, wnere the Poles have repulse: 
repeated attacks. 

The region west of the Mlawa 
Ciechanow railway is gradually be- 
ing cleared of Russian soldiers, of 
whom more than 3,000 have been 
captured. <All were remnants of the 
various detachments which partici- 
pated in the drive designed to com- 
pletely encircle Warsaw. 

General Tuchatschewski, knawn 
as the “goviet Napoleon,” has been 
relieved of his post as commander- 
in-chief of the bolshevik army on 
the Polish front because of his fail- 
ure to take Warsaw, according to 
information given to the press 
here. Leon Trotzky. bolshevik min- 
ister of war and marine, has per- 
sonally taken command of the army, 
it is repdrted by bolshevik officers 
who have been taken prisones. 
General Tuchatschewski has had 
a remarkable career in the Russian 
army. He is of neble birth and at 
the outbreak of the world war was 
captured by the Germans. Later’ he 
escaped and resumed his place in 
the army, rising to the rank of lieu- 
tenant. When the soviet govern 
ment was established ne was pro- 
moted, and rose to high command, 
being credited with the defeat of 
Admiral Kolchak in Siberia and 
General Denikine in southern Rus- 
Sia. He is only 28 vears old.

The apology will be 
made on behalf of the Belgian olym- 
pic committee. The American rep- 
resentatives attended the meeting. 

The incident occurred at the con- 
clusion of what was virtually a gala 
day of the olympic swimming com- 
petitions. The Belgian princess. 
Marie Jose, occupied the royal box. 
The British black watcen mll'tary 
and piper bands played at Intervals 
during the program. Main tnterest 
centered in the polo champfonship 
match, The British and Belgian 
teams had been picked by the pub- 
lic as the best teams enrterec, and 
as a result the grandstands were 
crowded. 

The feeling of the spectators 
were manifest early in tne contest, 
when each adverse decis'on against 
the Belgian team by the Swedish 
referee occasioned prolongea boo- 
ing from the Belgian supporters. 
This was heightened when tne ref- 
eree disqualified two Belgian 
players and one Englishman for 
fouling. 

The princess was leaving the 
royal box amid the cheering of 
those in the nearby sections of. the 
grandstand just as the unton jack 
proclaiming the English victory was 
being run up and the band was 
playing. Those who saw the princess 
continued their cheering until she 
entered her motor car, but a ma- 
jority of the thousands present, ig- 


noring the attempts of the Belgian 
officials to quiet the d@emonstra- 
tion booed and hissed even for a 
few minutes after the band had fin- 
ished the anthem.

been unable to secure sufficient shipments 
te accumulate their usual reserve stock. The 
reserve stock in all the yards in Atlanta at 
this season of the year is usually around 
50,000 to 60,000 tons of coal, and this re- 
serve is used during the winter when deliv- 
eriea from the mines decrease on account 
of the movement of the grain and cottou 
crops. 

Unless the dealers can secure an increase 
in shipments at once, they will be depend- 
ent entirely upon the shipinents as received 
for dlivery to the domestic consumer, and, 
should they fail to receive shipments at any 
time and a cold snap should come, it would 
mean real snffering. 

Believing that such action on the part 
of the committee would not in any way in- 
terfere with the present plans of the inter- 
state commerce commission to take care of 
public utilities and municipalities, and that 
snch action would materially assist the deal- 
ers in taking care of the household con- 
sumer, I respectfully recommend that such 
action be taken by the committee at the 
very earliest possible moment,

liberty and American” institutions. 
He would build a wall of steel as 
high as heaven against the admis- 
sion of such foreigners into this 
country, he declared. He quoted re- 
cent Associated Press dispatches to 
show that immigrants were now ar- 
riving at the port of New York at 
the rate of more than two million 
a vear, breaking all prev:ous rec- 
ords, he said. More than two mil- 
lion Ital'ans had engaged passage 
to this country. 

It was at this point he took up

Colby and Daniels Con- 
sider Landing Marines 
at Baltic Port to Protect 
American Lives and 
Property. 


BY HUDSON HAWLEY, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, August 27.—Possi- 
bility of landing United States ma- 
rines at Danzig to protect the lives 
of the 200 American refugees re- 
ported’ there, and to safeguard the 
supplies of the American relief ad- 
ministration destined for use in 
Poland, was discussed this after- 
noon at a conference between Sec- 
retary of State Colby, Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels and Rear Ad- 
miral Harry Knapp, Admiral Sims’ 
successor in command of American 
naval forces in European waters. 

At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence, Which was held at the state 
department, Daniels and Knapp call- 
ed into consultation Captain Hudson, 
acting chief of naval operations. 

: The marines most likely to be

landed would be those aboard the 
armored cruiser Pittsburg, which is 
'now in Baltic waters, headed for 
Reval, Esthonia, but reported to- 
day to be within easy reach’of Dan- 
zig. A cruiser of the Pittsburg’s 
size would not, it is said at the 
navy department, normally carry 
more than 65 “leathernecks.” How- 
ever, if the gravity of the situation 
warranted it, the marines might be 
supplemented by a landing. force 
from the ship’s company. 
Appeal of League Agent. 

The subject of the landing was 
brought up, it is understood, as 
a result ofthe recent appeal of Sir 
Reginald Tower, high commission- 
er under the league of nations, for 
the “free city” of Danzig, for 20,- 
| 000 troops to preServe.order in that 
turbulent Germano-Polish seaport. 
Although the American state de- 
partment has had no reports of dis- 
orders at Danzig since August 5, it 
is thought that Great Britain, who 
has representatives and a few 
troops on the ground at Danzig, 


may have given this ~overnment 
first hand information as to the 
actual state of affairs and suggest- 
ed American co-operation. 

If the marines are landed the 
port on which Poland de ads for 
her supplies, they will be used for 
protecting the American lives and 
property there. As the United 
States is not a member of the 
league of nations, they would not 
naturally be part of the force ac- 
tually at the disposition of Sir Reg- 
inald Tower, to cover the unload- 
ing of munitions destined for the 
Poles. They would go into Danzig

London HKeports Not Credited. 


Dispatches from London, that the 
American warships sent to the Bal- 
tic “would co-operate” with the 
British and French navies in cov- 
ering the unloading of munitions 
at Danzig are geenrally discredited 
here. If the United States lands 
its marines there, it will do so “on 
its own,” to protect its own, and 
any co-operation it may offer to 
the British, French or Foles by so 
doing’ will be merely incidental to 
its primary task of safeguarding its 
own interests and those of its na- 
tionals. 

It is certain that neither Ameri- 
can marines nor sailors would be 
ordered to unload munitions at Dan- 
zig or do any work other than that 
of guarding the localities where 
Americans had taken refuge or 
American supplies were stored, and 
of preserving order in general. The 
policy of non-interference adopt- 
ed by the state and navy depart- 
ments in whatever friction there 
may be between Sir Reginald Tower 
and the French on account of the 
former’s alleged refusal to permit 
further landing of munitions still 
holds good. If America goes in, it 
will not be to take sides.

Belfast, Ireland, August 27.—The 
disorders in Belfast ceased after 2 
o'clock this morning and a portion 
of the military was withdrawn from 
the streets, special constables pa- 
trolling the thoroughfares. 

Last night’s casualties included 
one person killed and a consider- 
able number wounded. ‘The military 
had to fire repeatedly in Newtown- 
ards road, where snipers fired on 
the soldiers in the dakness. Enor- 
mous damage was done by fires, of 
which there were twenty between 
6 o’cloc last evening and 1:30 
o'clock’ this morning.
